(Regional Water Board) will hold a public workshop at the regularly scheduled Regional
Water Board meeting on March 15, 2012 in Fortuna, CA. The purpose of the workshop is to
facilitate public comments on the proposed Amendment to the Water Quality Control Plan
for the North Coast Region (Basin Plan) to Update Water Quality Objectives (WQO Update
Amendment).

Background

The proposed WQO Update Amendment includes a number of actions relative to
updating water quality objectives for both surface water and groundwater in the North
Coast Region. These updates are proposed for both Chapter 3 (Water Quality
Objectives and Chapter 4 (Implementation Plans) of the Basin Plan. The development of
such an amendment to the Basin Plan was identified as a high priority on the last two
Triennial Reviews of the Basin Plan adopted by the Regional Water Board.

This document will
be released prior to the public adoption hearing which is tentatively scheduled to be held in
April or June 2012. All comments received during the comment period will be included in
the Administrative Record for the WQO Update Amendment. The final proposed WQO
Update Amendment will be released prior to the Regional Water Board adoption hearing.
